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1 .. Applicant's arguments filed 26 January 2005 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

2. In the paragraph spanning pages 4 and 5 and the first complete paragraph on page 5 of 
the response, applicant alleges that Ashley fails to disclose "discrete active impedance means 
converting means . . . placed entirely between the interface of the low-pass filter block on the 
transmission link side and the first interface. Examiner respectfully disagrees. As stated in the 
Office action mailed on 1 December 2004, the generalized impedance converter (Fig. 5, 
reference 502) corresponds to the discrete active impedance means converting means claimed 
and is entirely between the nodes (Fig. 5, reference 513, 514) that correspond to the interface of 
the low-pass filter block on the transmission link side claimed and the path to the low-band 
transceiver that corresponds to the first interface claimed. That Ashley discloses a second 
generalized impedance converter (Fig. 5, reference 501) does not alter the fact that the first 
generalized impedance converter (Fig. 5, reference 502) meets the relevant claim limitations. 
The claim language does not exclude a second discrete active impedance means converting 
means located elsewhere in the embodiment. 

3. In the second complete paragraph on page 5 of the response, applicant alleges that Ashley 
fails to disclose a network with a frequency dependant characteristic impedance. Examiner 
respectfully disagrees. As stated in the Office action mailed on 1 December 2004, Ashley 
discloses the communications path that corresponds to the transmission link claimed having a 
characteristic impedance of about 600 ohms in the voice band and about 100 ohms in the data 
band (column 3, lines 16-19). As such, the impedance characteristic is frequency dependent. 
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Applicant alleges that a frequency dependent characteristic impedance requires that there be a 
unique impedance at each frequency. Examiner respectfully disagrees. While a characteristic 
with a unique impedance at each frequency is one example of a frequency dependent 
characteristic impedance, any impedance characteristic in which there exist two frequencies, fl 
and f2 such that Z(fl)^Z(f2) is frequency dependent. 

4. In the last paragraph on page 7 of the response, applicant makes arguments similar to 
those made in the paragraph spanning pages 4 and 5 and the first complete paragraph on page 5. 
These arguments are not persuasive for the reasons stated above apropos of those paragraphs.
